One of our Brother News Writers has given us an 
Article as follows, viz.

“© 5000 Men, and theirs confiderably above 8000.” _ 

By the Account of this Battle publifhed by Authority, 
his R. Highnefs the Duke had under his Command 15 
Battalions of Foot, two Regiments of Dragoons, and a 
Regiment of Light Horfe, befides the Campbells. Now 
a Battalion of Foot, by our parliamentary Eftablithment, 
confifts of 815 Men, and a Regiment of Light Horfe or 
Dragoons of 40, at leaft fo many are paid for by the 
Publick, which inthe whole amounts to 13,575 Men, 
befides the Campbells. It may be true, that the Dake 
had no more than 7000 along with him, but we thould 
be glad to hear, where the reit were. 


From the St. Fames’s Evening Poft, May t. 
Dunkirk, April x0. 0. 8. The Day before Yeiterday 
a Veffel arrived in this Port from the North of Scotland, 
and landed feveral Officers and 4o private Men, taken 
Prifoners by the Pretender’s Party in that Kingdom. 
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Bruffels, April 21. 0.S. Marhhal Saxe arrived here Ye- 
fterday. "Tis faid that the Artillery and Ammunition 
which has been got together in the Park of this City will 
be immediately embarked upon the Canal, in order to be 
fent towards Antwerp. ’Tis ailured that the King has 


granted Leave to the fecond Son of the Pretender to 
make the Campaign under Marfhal Saxe, and has af- 
fign’d him the neceffary Appointments for that Purpofe. 
Hague, April2zs. O. 8. Mr. Trevor conferred lately 
with the Deputies of the States General, in Reference to 
the Hanoverian Troops, which are aétually in full March

Calais, April27. According to the laft Letters from 
Breft, the Fieet, coniifting of 26 Men of War, 110 Mer- 
chant Men, and a great Number of Privateers is now 
aGtually atSea. Mott of the Veflels that ran afhore up- 
on the Coatt is loft, and the People are bufy in faving 
all they can of their Cargoes. Twenty five Ships from 
Martinico are arrived in the Ports of Breft, Nantz and 
Rochelle, thirteen of the faune Convoy having been ob- 
liged to put into St. Domingo, and two Englith Priva- 
teers having taken four near Belleifle. Another Priva- 
teer of the fame Nation of 22 Guns, has taken a Frigate 
of 32 Guns and 180 Men, which was to have convoyed 
the Merchant Ships from Nantz. 

Genoa, April 18. The Army of Marthal Maillebois 
has been reinforced by the Troops which were in the 
County of Nice, and by a Body of 3000 Men from 
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France. Th t General is now encainped near Tortona, | S~d—rs, aud confequently revive the martial Charade

We hear thata Proclamation will fpeedily be iffued 
to appoint a Day of General Thankfgiving for the late 
glorious Defeat of the Rebels in Scotland by his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke. 

We hear that Edward Legrand, Efq; Standard-bearer 
to the Yeomen of the Guard, will be appointed Lieute- 
nant of the faid Yeomen, in the room of the Hon. Joha 
Sherard, Efq; deceas’d. 

On Monday Morning a Duel was fought in Hyde- 
Park, between a Lieutenant of a Man of War and pri- 
vate Gentleman, when the former received feveral dan- 
gerous Wovnds, and the latter fome flight ones.

His Pruffian Majefty, if fome "Advices are true, has 
opened himfelf freely to the Dutch Minifter, General 
Ginckel, upon the prefent State of Affairs. He declares 
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himfelf entirely filled with pacifick Sentiments, and that 
he will do all in his Power to promote the fame Difpo- 
fitions at London, Vienna, and Verfailles. The Gene- 
ral avows thefe Sentimeuts to be entirely agreeable with 
thofe oftheir High Might'ncifs, who labour all in their 
Power to bring about fo defireable a Work. 
; As Meff. de Waffenaer and de Gilles are to follow 
‘the French King into Brabant, and feem to attend the 
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Minifters of that Monarch very clofely, many conje&ure 
that they will yet be the Inftruments of bringing on a 
Congrefs. Perhaps the Side ‘which Fortune takes at 
the Opening of tie Campaign, imay be of as much Ef- 
fe& as any thing clfe in folving the great Queftion, Whe- 
ther we are to have a Peace, or a Continuance of the 
War? . 

We learn that Count Gages has thought fit to retire 
from his Poft on the Taro, and was endeavouring to 
fave the Remainder of his Army by Retreat; that Don 
Philip and the Duke of Modena were aétually got to 
Genoa, and it was believed the former would foon fail 
for Spain; that the Court of Naples is greatly alarmed 
at the Appearance of Things in Lombardy ; that fome 
French Reinforcements have joined Marthal Maille- 
bois, who is promifed a much larger Number; but 
that the March of the reft is fulpenced, till the French 
Kinz has tried the Fortune of his Arms in’ the Low
